’ WASHINGTON, April 1.—The bill for the 
erection of a monument in Washington to the 
memory of Abraham Lincoln, ata cost of half 
awillion dollars, wa3 reported from the libra- 
ry committee and passed. 

Mr. Platt made a few remarks in reference 
to the resolution sometime since introduced 
by him, providing for the consideration of ex- 
ecutive business in open session.

In speaking to a verbal amendment, Mr. 
Hammond, of Georgia, attacked the bill which 
he arserted, instead of being a bill 
to protect labor, was one to 
prevent strikes, in the interest of 
corporations, and at the expense of the United 
States. Every man who believed as the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania (Kelley) did, that 
the measure was a trick and a fraud, ought to 
vote against it. The house proposed to crys- 
talize fto statute law something which uo- 
body said was good, and many people said was 
a simple trick to get rid of the question. 

MR. KELLEY EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, said that by 
his remarks yesterday he did not mean that 
the gentlemen on the committee of labor had 
deliberately perpetrated a trick and a fraud. 
He knew that the gentlemen who could sub- 
mit this bill to the working men of the coun- 
try asa provision for the speedy settlement of 
employersand employes, were quite too inno- 
cept to deliberately attempt a fraud or a trick. 
(laughter.}] Powderly had done more to ad- 
vance the principle of arbitration than all the 
frothy eloguence that he (Kelley) and his 
associates had uttered yesterday and today. 
Powderly’s paper had been read and considered 
by the heads of the corporations, and they had 
said: “If thisisthe spirit of the working- 
mep we must regard it.” For many years he 
(Kelley) had denounced as frauds and tricks 
just such biils as this, which pretended to be 
in the interest of the working men.. He had 
incontinently used words for which he now 
apologized to the innocent members of the 
commitee on labor. 

The committee then rose, and Mr. O'Neil 
moved that all debate on the first action of 
the bill be limited to one minute. 

By a parliamentary maneuvre, Mr. Reagan, 
of Texas, took the floor and made a constitua- 
tional argument against the bill. 

Mr. Lowry, of Indiana, denied the assertion 
that the bill was a trick and a fraud, or that 
it infringed upon any provision of the consti- 
tution. He conceived that the committee had 
proceeded with the utmost caution and cir- 
cumspection in framing the measure. The 
effect of the bill would be to crystalize public 
opinion. In hisjudgment, as sure as truth 
was Omnipotent, just so sure would corporate 
bodies be compelled to yield to the demands 
of justice and right. It was a step in the right 
direction; it was a response to the cry of dis- 
tress; it was a “ship ahoy” to sinking sailors. 
Let congress put this sign in the heavens as a 
token to labor that it would not be always 
distressed, and that it would not always be 
subject to the exactions of ‘monopely. 

Pending the vote on O’Neill’s motion, the 
house at 5:45 adjourned. 


ARBITRATION BETWEEN NATIONS. 


A Proposal for a Congress of American 
States. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The house commit- 
tee on foreign affairs today agreed to a favor- 
able report on McCreary’s bill, authorizing 
the president of the United States to arrange 
a conference forthe purpose of encouraging 
peaceful and reciprocal commercial relations 
between the United States of America and the 
republics of Mexico, Central and South Amer- 
ica and the empire of Brazil. The text of the 
bill is as follows: : 

That the president of the United States be and 
is hereby requested and authorized toinvite the 
severa) governments of the republics of Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America and the empire of Brazil 
to join the United States in aconference to be hel 
at Washington, in the United States. for the pur- 
rose of Giscussing and recommending for adop- 
tion totheir respective governments some plan 
of arbitration for the settlement of disagreements 
and disputes that may hereafter arise 
between them, and for considering. questions re- 
lating tothe improvement of business entercourse 
between ssid counties, and to encourage such 
peaceful and reciprocal commercial relations as 
will be beneficial to all, aud secure more exten- 
sive markets for the surplus products of each of 
said countries. The president of the United States 
shall appoint three commissioners who shal] at- 
tend said conference in behalf ofthe United States, 
and shall repori the proceedings thereofto the 
president,who shall transmit the same to congress, 
and the commissioners shall each receive the sum 
of one thousand dollare and their reasonable ex- 
penses, to be approved by the secretary of state. 
The sum of $20,000, or so much thereof as shall be 
necessary is appropriated to pay the necessary ex- 
penses, 

: Mr. McCreary will present the majority re- 
port and Chairman Belmont will make a mi- 
verity report on the bill.

STEALING PINE TIMBER. 


An Alleged Conspiracy to Defraud the Gov- 
ernment. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—On the reports of 
special agents of the interior department to 
the cffect that J. C. Calhoun, of Mobile, Ala., 
and James F. Bailey, of Slidell, La., through 
a conepjracy with other parties, have procured 
an entry of public lands in Tammany parish, 
Louisiana, for the fraudulent purposes ofusing 
the pine timbér thereon for the manufacture 
of the fturpentine, acriminal suit has been 
advised, through the department of justice, 
onthe ground of conspiracy to defraud the 
goverrment. It is alleged that the parties 
«entering these lands have boxed nearly 80,000 
pine trees, from which more than 10,000 bar- 
rels of crude pine gum havé been taken, from 
which was manufactured some 62,000 gallons 
of turpentine, and 10,000 barrels of resin. It 
is also alleged that the law as to residence and 
cultivation has not been complied ‘with, and 
that as soon asthe trees have been made to 
yield al) the gum of which they are capable,in 
consequence of which they dic, the land is 
sbaudopved as worthless.

Unfavorable to the Ladies. 

WaAsHINGTON, April 1 —Mr. Reed’s proposed 
ecnstiltutional amendment forbidding citizens 
to be deprived of the right to vote on account 
of sex, received thrée votes only in the house 
juciciary committee this morning, and ouly one 
of the three persons casting a favorable vote 
hes pronounced in favor of woman’s suffrage. 
The adverse report of the committee will be 
presented today or tomorrow. 


Republican Senators in Caucus. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The republican sen- 
ators held a caucus this morning, and filled the 
committee places made vacant by the death of 
Senator Miller. They then proceeded to con- 
sider what to do about the collectors of inter- 
nal revenue, who are being reported favorably 
by the senate committee on finance. Thev 
reached no conclusion, and will caucus again 
tomorrow. 


The Public Debt. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The statements 
prepared by the United States treasurer show 
that the net gold coin and bullion in the 
treasury, March 31, was $151,579,524 as 
against $144,164,038 February 27, and that the 
amount of standard silver dollars in circula- 
tion March 31 was $51,008,776 as against $51,- 
419,855, February 27th.

JOKED BY GOULD. _ 


THE STRIKERS CLAIM THAT THEY 
HAVE BEEN DUPED. 


Jay Gould and Hoxie Arraigned as Making Promises 
Only to Break Them-—The RHecent Coafer- 
ences—The Strikers Growing Desper- 
ate—OCther Interesting Items. 


Sr. Lovis, April 1.—The following address 
issued this evening speaks for itself: 

St. Lovts, April 1.—To the Public: As showing 
the sincerity of the ratiroad managers in their 
treatment of the Knights of Labor, we respectfully 
state that pursuant to the order of our general exec- 
utive board, wethis day sent a committee to the 
managers of the several raflroads, offering to return 
the nen to work, and in no instance would they be 
received or treated with,each official in turn either 
refusing them a hearing or evading them with spe- 
cious subterfuges for direct answers, or refusing 
them employment. Mr. Hoxie has agreed to re- 
ceive a committee of employes to adjust any griev- 
ances which may exist. He refuses personally, 
aud through his subordinates, to recognize any of 
us as employes, and refuses to receive any but 
such as he calls employes. In short, after himself 
and Gould have conveyed the impression to the 
world ‘that they are willing to 
settle, they refuse to settle. Now we appeal tothe 
candid and sufiering public, on whom is falling all 
the weight of this great conflict, if we have not 
been deceived enough. How muchislong suffer- 
ing labor to bear? This great strike never would 
have been, had Hoxie condescended months ago to 
hear our complaint. Wedon’t claim to be more 
than human, It +hould not be expected of us to 
be more tham human. Jn this country position 
makes no man king or slave, and the im- 
perious refusal on the part of one 
citizen to confer with other citizens with whom 
he may have business connections, when such re- 
fuse! begets a great business and social revolutio”, 
is pot only a mistake but a crime against the pub- 
lic. Gould is invoking. the law against the Httle 
criminals who are made desperate by his policy ot 
duplicity and oppression. And yet the terrorized 
public does not invoke the law against the arch 
criminal of the land. If wecannot be allowed to 
return to work, the strike must go on.

WORK BEING RESUMED. 

Notwithstanding the failure of the knights 
on the Missouri Pacific road to‘return to work, 
freight traffic on that road has assumed very 
nearly its normal condition. The different 
freight depots throughout the city present an 
animated appearance. Transfer wagons and 
trucks are arriving in great number, deposit- 
ing their loads for shipmentto all points on 
the Gould system, and others are departing 
heavy laden. In the railroad yard 
the usual activity prevailed in marked 
contrast to the dullness which has existed 
during the strike. The freight trains are be- 
ing made up preparatory to starting, and are 
placed in position to receive their loads with- 
out apy attempt at interference from the stri- 
kers. The general officersof the company 
have also assumed their normal activity, inci- 
dent upon the resumption of freight traffic on 
the system, and today, the first of the month, 
the clerks who were temporarily suspended 
during the strike, resumed work. 

THE GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS DEFIANT. 

About noon today several representative 
members of the merchants’ exchange, headed 
by Mr. D. R. Francis of this city, called on 
Governor Oglesby, at the Martell house, in 
East St. Louis. Speeches were made 
setting forth the situation; the delay to com- 
merce, the injury to the city, the lawless acts 
of the strikers, ete., and urging upon him the 
necessity for calling out the militia at once to 
restore order and effect a resumption of the 
freight traffic. The governor replied that 
while be knew the authorities of East St. 
Louis were unable to cope with the situation, 
the county of St. Clair waslarge and populous. 
and that the powers of the sheriff were very 
great. These had not been exhausted. and 
until they were he could not, under the law, 
call on the military for aid. He greatly 
regretted the situation of affairs, but 
did not feel authorized to take more forcible 
measures at present. If, however, he should 
be obliged to bring soldiers here, they would 
come for active service and resolute work. 
There would be no nonesense or child’s play 
about it. 

THE STRIKERS WAITING FOR ORDERS. 

East St. Lovis, Ill, April 1.—Owing to the 
absence of any definite.orders from the execu- 
tive committee as to the exact time when they 
should return to work the strike of the yard- 
men and switchmen still continues. The 
strikers have assembled in great numbers this 
morning in the railroad yards and around the 
relay depot, but no serious disturbances are 
anticipated. They have expressed 
their intention of not resorting 
to violence, however great the provocation, 
and will pursue the same course as that of 
yesterday in the attempt to render freight 
traffic an impossibility by persuading the en- 
gineers to desert their posts. In view of the 
determivation, the necessity of calling upon 
the state militia to protect railroad property is 
not pow seriously considered. The presence 
of deputy United States marshals has a re- 
strsining influence upon the more demonstra- 
tive members of the crowd, and the efforts of 
the Wabash road, which is under control of the 
United States court, to start out freight trains 
are not interfered with. The knowledge that 
the governor of the state and Adjutant 
General Vance are watching their every 
moves, in order to determine whether or not 
it shall be necessary to call out the militia, re- 
strains the strikers from violence, and the 
crowés are in consequence unusually orderly. 

Despite the continuance of the strike upon 
this side of the river, a considerable number 
of new switchmen aud yard men have been 
employed to fillthe places made vacant by the 
strikers, and all appearances this morning in- 
dicate a speedy resumption of freizht traffic 
by the different roads. The switch engines 
are new rupning back and forwardin yards 
preparatory to starting out freight trains. 
None of the switch engineers have as yet been 
prevailed upon to Jeave their engines, and if 
the regular freight engineers shall be equally 
faithful in performing their duties, there is no 
doubt freight traftic on the roads here will be 
at least partially resnmed today. 

THE STRIKERS GROWING HUNGRY. 

Fort WortTH, Tex., April 1.—Most of the 
strikers here are employees of the Texas 
and Pacific road. That road has a full com- 
ploment of men here, hence the strikers can- 
not get back. Yesterday they began to realize 
that fact. They are hungry and desperate. 
About noon, as the freight was making up on 
the Missouri Pacific road, a mob of strikers, 


under the leadership of J. W. Bulchnerand a. 


man named Coman, a Knight of Labor, but 
not.a striker, surrounded -the train. One of 


the strikers attempted to mount the engine, 


but was knocked down with the butt end ofa 
six shooter inthe hands of a deputy sheriff. 
The mob was told to stan back, 
the officers. threatening to shoot the first 
striker who approached the train. The strik- 
ers were unarmed. Three freight trains sac- 
ceeced in making their way to Hodge switch 
staticn, three miles north of here. They were 
followed by the strikers. In order to save the 
engineers from being killed, the cars were 
sidetracked fand the engines were run on to 
Denton. The strikers removed all the coup- 
ling pins from the cars on the side track, and 
then returned to the city. The sheriff has 
summoned one hundred of the leading citi- 
zens to eee at the freight yards this morn- 

ing armed.

Hurtger, under 
warrants issued at the instance of the railroad 
company, charging the men with interfering 
with the ranning of trains ,felony and con- 
spiracy. Nearly fifty warrants have been 
sworn out for the arrest of the men at that 
point on @ similar charge. 


THE BOYCOT CASE. 


‘An Interesting Decision in a California 
Case, 


SAN FRANcIsco, April 1.—The habeas corpus 
case Of Thomas Baldwin, arrested by the 
United States marshal on the charge of having 
assisted in the expulsion of the Chinese from 
Nicolous, Cala., was decided in the United 
States circuit court yesterday. The case was 
heard before Judges Sawyer and Sabin. The 
petitioner claimed that the federal authorities 
had no jurisdiction in the matter, as the 
olfense Was answerable only to the state au- 
thorities. Judge Sawyer returned the decision. 
He said the charge was apparently founded 
on Jaw contained in section 5519 of the revised 
statutes of the United States, which imposes a 
heavy penalty on persons engaging in conspir- 
acy to deprive any person or class of persons, 
of the equal protection of the laws, and added 
that if that section 1s "valid, what is popularly 
known as “boycotting,” is criminal, and the 
writ should be dismissed and the petitioners 
remanded. Judge Sabin dissented and pris- 
oner was released on his own recognizan ‘e. 
An appeal will be taken to the United St ite 
supreme court. 


SINGULAR COTTON DEALING. 


Expert Samplers Under Pay of Both Seller 
and Buyer. 

New YORK, April 1.—Charles W. Crosby and 
Jobn D. Brower were expelled from member- 
ship of the cotton exchange today for mercan- 
tile miseonduct. They are members of the cot- 


ton commission house of Crosby, Son & Co., - 


offices in the Cotton ex- 
change building. Wellington Crosby, son 
of CC. W. Crosby, is also a member 
of the exchange, but was not expelled, not 
being held responsible for the misdeeds of the 
firm. The complaint against Crosby & Brower 
was brought by Henry Hentz, George Bren- 
mecke, Otta Ahrens, and F. W. Williams, prom- 
inent members. The supervisory committee 
investigated the charges reported*in favor of 
expulsion, and the board of managers con- 
firmed the report. 

The committee found that in August last 
Crosby & Co. delivered to G. E. Staenglen, 
through his brokers, Walter & Krohn, over 
6,000 bales of cotton of false samples, repre- 
senting the cotton to be of a better quality 
than it really was. Twenty-six bales sampled 
as “strict good ordinary” was undeliverable on 
contract, and forty-eight bales sampled good 
ordinary were “mere trash.” The_ firm 
managed to Oispose of this 
stuff by hiring the regular 
sampler of Walter & Krohn (William Nolan) 
and their weighmaster (Louiz Swallow). Wal- 
ter & Krohn paid Nolan $17 a week and Swal- 
iow $18, but Crosby & Co. paid the former at 
the rate of $54 a week and the latter at the 
rate of $24. Thus Nolan and Swallow sampled 
and weighed for both the sellers and buyers, 
and as the former paid the most naturally fa- 
vored them. 

The committee say that it was Crosby & 
Co.’s “usual and customary habit” to pay the 
samplers of the Opposite party, and they de- 
clare the custom to be subversive of the best 
interests of the trade.” Theseats of Crosby & 
Brower will be suid by the exchange on April 
15, and the proceeds will! be applied, first tothe 
pay ment of the dues and assessments which the 
two men owe the exchange, second tothe pay- 
ment of the creditors of the firm who are 
members, and third, the remainder if any will 
be returned to Crosby and Browes. The latter 
conducted personally the nogotiations with 
Nolan & Swallow. Crosby was in the Catskills 
at the time, but the committee state he knew 
of the deliveries to Steangler, and was respon- 
sible.

| THE RUSHING RIVERS. 


TWO MEN DROWNED IN THE 
OCMULGEE AT MACON. 


Rome Heard From at Lart-—The Terrible Condition 
of the Submerged City—How the News was 
BRecetved—Latest News ‘from Other 
Flooded Points—Other News Items. 


Macon, April 1.—{Special.]}—About* mid- 
night the water reached the highesi point, 
then, after sullenly maintaining its position 


for some hours, it began to go down. It has: 


but it is several 
feet . lower now than at mid- 
night. As it recedes the wreckage 
shows up more prominently. The scene in 
East Macon flats beggars description. Some 
fifteen or twenty houses are in ruins. Some 
have been swept entirely away, others are in 
various stages of dilapidation. 

Last night in the submerged parts there 
were some heartrending scenes. Ed Shealy 
took a boat and a jug of whisky and went out 
among the buildings yesterday afternoon. His 
boat capsized, but he reached a house, where 
he took refugé. 

William Stelph and Ed Gilmore were res- 
cued later, and the rescuers asked Shealy if he 
wanted to come out. He expressed himself as 
satisfied with his surroundings and declined to 
come out. Later Jim Eddmdge and Hilliard 
O'Connor went out to rescue them, but their 
boat capsized and they were forced to seek 
shelter in trees. 

Mayor Price came down and offered'five dol- 
lars to any one who would go. John Bowers 
quickly added five more, and 

ED HARRISON, THE HERO 
of the day, took a boat and launched out on 
the roaring river as the shadows of night fell 
upon the drear waste of water. Long and pa- 
tiently he battled with the waves, and at last 
returned, having saved two of the men, Seiph 
and Gilmore. 

Shealy was still out there, and so were Hil- 
liard, O'Connor and Joe Mason. Other boats 
essayed to relieve them, and even the brave 
Harrison tried again but no boat could live on 
those waters with the wind blowing a gale and 
sunken fences and rafts of driftwood coming 
down the maddened current. 

As the slow and weary hours went by the 
cries of the imprisoned men, with the answer- 
ing yells of those on the shore, echoed and re- 
echoed across the sodden hills. 

Up to four o’clock, Shealy, whq had been 
compelled to leave his home because of its fall- 
ing,and remained clinging to a tree,c ontinued 
to talk to others, one of whom was perched on 
achimney, surrounded by several chickens 
and a cat, and the other in the crotch of a 
tree. Suddenly he ceased talking and his 
companions heard 

A DULL SPLASH 
and all was over. 

Jack Reeves, one of the first rescuing party, 
was also drowned, and the two bodies floated 
down close to John Bower’s house, where they 
were seen by boatmen today. 

Your correspondent remained on the seene 
until 2. o’clock, and at that hour the scene was 
one never to be forgotten. A few sleepy 
watchers remained on the shore, and the weird 
echoes of the voices of those doomed men were 
wafted landwards at every lull of the gale. 

By the struggling light of the early dawn 
might be seen men hurrying towards the river. 
Few expected to see any of the men alive, but 
T. W. Faircloth took a boat and went out, and 
©’Conpnor and Mason were saved. 

‘The waters were .gradually subsiding, and 
every now and then a hotise would go down. 
Between four and five thousand dollars’ worth 
of damage was done in the flats, and five thou- 
sand is a low estimate for the damage at the 
park, so that

is the price Macon paid for this, the greatest 
of all freshets. 

This morning a party of boatmen found a 
mattress floating about in a house witha side 
of bacon on it. A faithful house dog lay on 
the mattress guarding his master’s property. 
When they undertook to enter he attacked 
them fercely, and was 

FAITHFUL EVEN UNTO DEATH 
to his master. They shot him so as to get in- 
side. The deed was a cruel one, and the faith- 
ful animal deserved a better fate. 

Another dog drifted on to a rift near the 
river bank, where he has remained all day. 

A poodle was swept under the bridge and 
landed, safe and sound, three-fourths of a mile 
below. 

A little blue hen flew from the top ofa tall 
tree, swam, or floated under the bridge, and 
got on a pile of bricks. 

In the houses bedding and furniture and 
cocking utensils are floating about. 

Many persons have lostall they possessed 
on earth, and their sufferings will be terrible. 

A woman and her twodays old baby were 
rescued yesterday evening. 

At the park a woman came near being 
drowned by the upsetting of a boat. 

Hundreds of people have been hanging 
arcund the bridge all day long.

Here 
it fellin Captain Bell's hands. It reflects 
great credit on the enterprise of the plucky 
— paper, and is reproduced in full, as fol- 
ows: 

On Tuesday morning a bulletin board was placed 
in front of the Bulletin office, showing that dase 
midnight to 10:05 that morning—3s hours—there 
had fallen 4 65-100 inches of water in addition te 
the 13¢ inches which fell Friday night and Satur- 
aay morning. 

= the a time we put upa bulletin with the 
words, “Move your goods twelve inches than 
the mark of 1881."’ — 

At 2 p. m. a bulletin was posted up-with the in- 
teliizence that from Sunday night te that time the 
rainfall had aggregated 5’; inches. The Bulletin 
calculated that it would be run out of 
the office at 6 oclock, and determined 
to get yesterday's paper offat that time. It was 
printed and distributed as far asthe water would 
permit. In the meantime we moved up 16 to 
24 inches above the high water mark of 1881, every- 
thing except our heavy presses, and took out a 
large sized Liberty press to Dr. P. B. Turnley’s 
drug store, where this issue was printed, and took 
along enough type, etc., for a small paper. We 
were run out at about seven o’clock,and by twelve 
o’ clock there was three feet of waterin our edito- 
rial and composition rooms. The 
editor tried long and vainly to 
get a boat, and finally procured one half 
fullof water, He managed to reach the office 
door about 12, and just at that moment the boat 
which was nearly full of water became unman- 
ageable in the strong current which ran through 
Elm street, and it wasa desperate effort to get the 
boat to land before it would sink. With wet cloth- 
ing and wet feet, he began to have symptoms of 
cramp, and had to beat his retreat. By morning 
there was seven feet of water in the office, and at 
10 o’clock it was eight feet-deep. Stands, 
cases of type, and misceHaneous  ar- 
ticles were floating from the places where 
they had been elevated. Fortunately most of the 
stands were loaded with enough cases of type to 
hold them down. Bundles of paper were floating 
around as nalural as if they were young arks, and 
the editor's new book case d Mr. Ross’s new 
desk were getting along swimmingly. One come 
forting feature of the situation isthat a whole box 
of Congressional Records is redeemed from the re- 
proach of being dry documents. 

The Bulletin’s loss now seems to be compara- 
tively light. but it was appalling to go down Broad 
street yesterday morning. The water was five feet 
higher than the fiood of 1881. 

Everybody was caught. At the corner of Broad 
and Elm the water was up tothe top of the lamp 
post—only the glass and about fourinches of the 
post were visible. 

Every dry goods merchant and every grocer on 
both sides of the street suffered severely. Mr. 
Thomas Fahy told a Bulletin man that all his silks 
and drets goods were under water. A $500 show 
case of ribbons, just received two days before, was 
under water. From another source it was learned 
that Mr. Faby estimated his loss at £15,009. 

All the cutlery of Ayer & McDonald and Hardy 
& Co.'s establishments was under water. Mr. J.C. 
Spronll estimates the damages to Hardy & Co. at 


Emmons, McKee & Co. have lost heavily. In 
fact, everybody on Broad street has suffered severe- 
ly, and there is no estimating the damage until 
the water goes déwn. 

Mr. P. L. Tuanley has taken the Bulletin under 
his wing, and from his store the olive leaf series 
wili be issned. 

Mr. Samuel Noble says that yesterday’s estimates 
of damages were very much higher than the real 
losses. 

It was reported on the street yesterday morn- 
ing that Rounsaville & Bros.’ losses would amount 
to $25,000. Aboutio’clock Mr.J. A. Rounsaville 
returned from the store He got in at 
the second story and cut a hole through 
the floor, A man got down through 
the hole and removed the books and papers. Many 
of the goods were removed the day before to the 
warehouse an@ piled on cotton bales set upright. 
He thought the damage might be in the neighbor- 
hood of £10,000. 

The Rome gas light company had 5,000 feet on 
band,end hoped to supply the town Tuesday night, 
but the water came up so fast that it got into the 
pipes and cut off the gas. Yesterday the immense 
bolder floated up to the top of the well and a little 
to one side, and breaking some of the framne work 
which guides it. A force of workmen were at work 
all day yesterday in hope of anchoring it, so that it 
would not get away.

THE BACKWATER IN AUGUSTA, 

Avausta, Ga., April 1.—[Special.]—The up 
country rains had their etfect on the river 
hero this morning to the extent of flooding 
a portion of the town. West of Campbell and 
north of Broad the ground and first floors 
are now under water, and the residents are 
obliged to use boats to leave and enter their 
houses. This is the backwater, the river 
being still confined to its banks, Through 
Kollock, across Broad and Ellis to 
Third, water is rushing at _ this 
hour. The Augusta and Knoxville railroad 
track and trestles in the northern portion of 
the city is covered, and no trains are moving 
on this line. The old Browns’ baseball grounds 
are asheet of water, and the houses on the 
row south thereof have their first floors two 
feet under water. Boats are used to transfer 
the foot passengers at the north end of Broad 
street, and bateaus are seen moving in the 
streets in this section on every hand. Out at 
Howard & Hallahan’s old brickyard is one 
vast sheet ot water. The city 
bridge is reported shaky, and 
travel by wagon or foot is 
prohibited by the city authorities. The steamer 
Katie arrived this-afternoon from Savannah 
and way landings, and reports much loss of 
stock and other property, but none of life has 
yet been recorded. Theriver is now at astand, 
and arapid fall is probable. A few feet more 
would be disastrous to Augusta. The cotton 
mills will not start up for some days. 

At 1:30 a, m. the river marked 31 feet 9 
inches, and is rapidly falling. 

THE WRECK AROUND KINGSTON, 

Kincsron, Ga., April 1.—{Special.]—The 
waters are falling rapidly. Great damage has 
been done ulong the creeks and rivers. Hun- 
dreds ot yards of fencing has been washed 
away slong “Two Run” creek.

A ne- 
growoman was drowned at Murray’s quarter,on 
Tallapoosa river this morning. A negro man 
fell out of a boat at the foot of Commerce 
strect today, and came neardrowning. It is 
estimated that several thousand people, most- 
ly colored have been driven from their 
homes by the rush of waters. The loss 
is incalenlable. Many houses have been 
swept away, and hundreds of farms devastated 
by the floods. Cattle and stock of all kinds 
have perished by the thousand, and the river 
is dotted with floating carcasses, On some 
farms people are in trees with children strap- 
ped to their backs, The work of rescue con- 
tinues tonight. 

It will be several days before the waters re- 
cede, and the worst of the terrible story can be 
told. 

BRIDGES GONE AROUND ANNISTON,

The suburbs are inundated, 
and the large factories have suspended opera- 
tions, The water covers the fifth ward. and 
several hundred houses there are in water 
from one to ten feet deep. All the homeless 
have been provided for, and there has been 
little Joss of household property 
and no serious accident. 
cempletely surrounds tbe city, reaching 
Otico furnace, Fort Wood and Park Place on 
The southern boundary isa short 
distance along Montgomery avenue, near the 
Stanton house, alopg Market street to the Ala- 
bamwa Great Southern tracks, and thence about 
east terrace hall, and on the 
west and North river sweeps along the base 
of the hills, and is far across the flat on the 
other side.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 1.—The heavy 
rains the past three days raised the Kanawha 
and Elk fara to 38 feet, and is stillrising. A 
few railroad trains are running, and at 9 a. m. 
matters look gloomy, as at least one-half the 
city is under water, and many dwellings occu- 
pied by poor people are submerged, The 
Western Union wires are under water from 
here to Point Pleasant, sixty miles. New 
river is reported falling at Hinton at the rate 
of four inches an hour, but the Kanawha is 
rising here at the rate of five inches an hour. 

NORTH RIVER FLOODED, 

STAUNTON, Va., April 1.—The waters have 
been rising steadily all day. The North river 
is higher than ever known, and other large 
streams are overflowing their banks. The 
destruction of property is great. Some star 
routes are practically abandoned andall mails 
are delayed. 

RICHMOND, Va, April 1.—The James river 
at this point has been rising steadily all day, 
and at this hour (6 p. m.) nearly all that por- 
tion of the city known as Rocketts is sub- 
merged to a depth of eight to ten. feet. The 
water bas a'so invaded the streets about the 
old market between 15th and 18th streets, cat- 
ting off communication between the upper 
and lower -part of the city, except by 
boats or by going. a long distance 
around toward North street. The ears run 
only as far down a8 St. Charles hotel, corner of 
Fifteenth and Main streets. The water ig still 
rising at the rate of six inches per hour, and 
it is expected it will continue to dogo until 
four or five o’clock tomorrow morning. The 
precautionstaken by the people generally in 
the threatened districts im removing their 
goods to places of safety will keep the damage 
down to comparatively small figures. Many 
poor families living in Rocketts have been 
driven from their homes and made to seck 
shelter elsewhere. From present indications 
this flood will equal if not surpass 
those of 1570 and 1877. A portion of the gas- 
works is also submerged, and it is probable 
that gas will haveto be cutoff during the 
night. The telegraph wires along the “Rich- 
mond and Alleghany railroad being all dowa, 
nothing can be learned of the damage up the 
James river valley between here and Lynch- 
burg. Notrains have been running on that 
road since yesterday. Dispatches from Clifton 
Forge and other points above Lynchburg state 
that water is falling rapidly. 

THR WATERS STILL RISING. 

The water, at eleven o’clock ‘tonight, comes 
within two feet of the floor of the bridge across 
the river at the Tredegar iron Ree, while ia 
the blacksmith and machines of Tredegar 
it is nearly a foot deep. . The rolling works are 
still at work. As yet no serious fears are en- 
tertained for the safety of any of the bridges 
crossing the 1iver here.

He soon 
faw an object lying fat on the ground, aud 
supposed it wasthe man he had killed. The 
negro boy was greatly excited, and putting the 
gun against the man’s body wanted to shoot 
him again. Mr. Walton decided that it was 
useless to shoot a man who was already dead 
and ordered the boy to goafter matches. Find- 
ing that the negro was afraid to go he went 
himself and the boy followed him. When. he 
returned the dead man wasgone. Mr. Walton 
is a ble man,and does not understand 
the cause for this attempt to murder him.

The Situation of Rome. 

There is great anxiety to know exactly 
how Rome is faring with her flood. 

No train ean reach the city for a week, 
and telegraph communication will not be 
restored until Sunday night or Monday. 

How has the little city stood the racket? 
It is situated in the fork of two rivers which 
join tomake the third. A freshet throws 
both rivers into the streets, attacking the 
“city from three sides. If the water was up 

to thesecond story of the Rome hotel it has 

flooded the whole length of Broad street and 
invaced three-fourths of ‘the stores. Tais 
would, of course, involve immense loss, 

which however might be lessened by the 
experience the merchants have had with 
former floods. If the bridges have gone it 
is probable that Rome's fleet of Coosa-river 
steamers is injured. 

We have dispatched one of the most relia- 
ble of our reporsorial corps to Rome 
with instructions to ascertain the situation, 
return to the nearest telegraph office and 
report the result. We shall have news for 
tomorrow’s paper from the beleaguered city, 
unless indeed our reporter has perished or 
will perish in ‘the raging current of Tom’s 
creck er some of the rushing torrents which 
lie in his way.

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An American Word. 

In the Richmond Dispatch, we find the 
following interesting paragraph: 

In bis communication in yesterday's Dispatch, 
the Rey. John William Jones uses the word “‘tick- 
ler’ to describe a well-known vessel or bottle in 
which spirituous liquors are carried or contained. 
The word is used by everybody in this part of Vir- 
ginia in the sense in which Dr. Jones usesit. But 
neither Webster, nor Worcester, nor Stormonth 
authorizes its use in that sense; and we are in- 
clined to the opinion that it is alocal colloquialism. 
What say our contemporarics in other states? 

Onr esteemed contemporary should bear 
in mind the important fact that a dictionary 
is an authority only in so far as it embodies 
what the people authorize. Language— 
especially the English language—is made by 
the people. A writer in our tongue is said 
to be agreat one when he possesses the gift 
of writing idiomatic English—the happy 
employment of words and phrases the mean- 
ing of which cannot be translated into a for- 
eign language. This is why the essence of 
Shakspeare cannot pe appreciated by for- 
eigners, -oteven by a great many English- 
wen who approach his works from the side 
of scholarship. 

The word ‘‘tickler,’? as employed in the 
Dispatch by Rev. John William Jones, is a 
good English word, though it may not be 
found im the dictionaries. It has been in 
active use in Georgia and other parts of the 
south for many generations, and we have no 
doubt it has been aud is still in use all over 
the country. 

Recently thé New York -Fvening Post, 
which takes considerable interest in such 
matters, expressed a doubt whether the word 
‘‘banter,’’ in the sense of ‘‘challenge’’ was 
in common yse in this country. But the 
Post has been assured by correspondents 
that the word, in this sense, is used, not 
only in this country and in ,all parts of it, 
but in Canada. 

‘““Tickler’’ is good English and good 
American, an apt and a picturesque word 
which the dictionaries cannot aiford to ig- 
nore. 
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Pan-Electric Garland and the Whisky 
Ring. 

Attorney-General Garland has just ren- 
dered a decision which permits the whisky 
ring to import the liquor which it recently 
exported to avoid the collection of the tax. 
We should suppose that Mr. Garland would 
naturally consider himself a little too deep 
in the Pan-Electric mire to presume to mix 
himself up with the whisky ring, particu- 
larly after the exposures that have already 
been made. Ten million gallons of whisky

The New York Sun does not tolerate any . 

It commends 
Evangelist Moody for the course he hag pur- 
sued during his southern tour. 

When the question came up in New Or- 
leans, Galveston, Houston and other cities, 
} as to the part to be taken by the negroes in 
the revival, Mr. Moody declined to interfere 
with the committees having the matter in 
charge.

The Educational Bill. 


The indignation over the effort of the house 
committee on education to arbitrarily smoth- 
er the Blair bill, has resulted in the intro- 
duction of the bill anew, and its reference to 
the committee on labor. The test vote was 133 
to115. Of the affirmative votes 65 were cast 
by republicans and 68 by democrats. Eighty- 
eight southern members voted, and 64 of 
them voted in favor of the new reference. 
Mr. Blount alone of the Georgia members 
voted with the enemies of the bill. Only 
two New York republicans—Hiscock and 
Davenport—voted against the bill. All the 
members of the committee on labor, except 
four, voted in favor of the new reference. 

The bill will be reported back favorably 
without unnecessary delay; but any forecast 
as to its fate would be uncertain; for several 
voted for the new reference in order to re- 
buke the arbitrary course of the committee 
on education; a considerable number did not 
vote, and some that were not willing to deal 
the educational committee a sharp blow will 
vote for the bill when it comes up. A des- 
perate and systematic effort will be made to 
kill it with amendments, and as nearly 
every member would like to see it changed 
in some particular, sucha 
be successful. The friends ot the bill will, 
however, fight skillfully and courageously to 
save it.

In 1849 Father Mathew 
lectured through the country. In 1851 the 
order of Good Templars was organized. The 
agitation got into politics, and the national 
prohibition party has had four presidential 
candidates. Black, in 1872, received 5,608 
votes; Smith, in 1876, received 9,759; Dow, in 
1880, received 12,649, and St. John, in 1834,

A SCENE IN COURT, 

Yesterday morning Judge McCay and Col- 
onel Fry hada war of words inthe United 
States court room. 

Colonel Fry has a case inthe United States 
court, as counsel for a negro man named 


‘Horton, who sued the East Tennessee, Vir- 


ginia and Georgia railroad, for damages for a 
mashed foot. The case wastried some time 
ago, and judgment for five hundred dollars 
given. The road being in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, the judgment was not paid, it requiring 
an order of the court before the receiver could 
nay it. The rule nisi was partially argued 
some time ago, but was adjourned till yester- 
day. When the case was called Colonel Fry 
apnounced ready, but Mr. Rutherford, who, 
with Colonel Bacon, is counsel for the road, 
said that he was notready on account of 
the illness of Colonel Bacon, who was familiar 
with all the factsinthe case. Judge McCay 
then said he would postpone the case until 
counsel for the prosecution could be present. 
To this Colonel Fry strongly objected, saying 
that the decree recently madeforthe sale of 


.the road would cut his client out of his 


money. Judge McCay told him that the de- 
cree would 
DO NO SUCH THING, 

as it provided for the payment of judgments 
sgainst the road when it was sold. Colonel 
Fry insisted to the contrary, and wanted the 
case concluded. Judge McCay, becoming a 
little irritated at the persistency of Colonel 
Fry, told him that he had decided the case 
and that it would be postponed. The colonel 
became riled and continued to argue with the 
judge as to the provisions of the decree,

get it,” said the judge.

OTHER ARRESTS MADE.

The question was, ‘‘Who and what 
next?’ Muchinterest was developed as to 
what the other franchise aldermen would say 
of today’s developments, what they might 
think. and, above all, how would they act.

“Now or never,” these papers exclaim, “is 


the time for Russia to decide her attitude to- | 


wards the prince.” 

It is reported that Russia has notified the 
powers of her intention to occupy Bulgaria in 
the event of Prince Alexander’s final refusal 
to accept the governorship of Roumelia for 
five yearsonly. | 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg to the News 
says the Russian government has definitely 
decided to occupy Bulgaria within a few weeks 
unless Prince Alexander submits to the wishes 
of Russia.

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HtisTORY OF THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR 


When the Order was Organized—Who are 
Eligible to Membership. 
From the New York Journal. 

Among the great batches of mail which reach 
the Jourpal oflice every day there are scores ot 
letters of inquiry from mechanics, laborers, work- 
ing girls, and in some cases, from employers, who 
want to know something aboul{ the Knights of 
Labor and how togain membership. 

The organization oe started on Thanksgiving 
Day, 1°09, in PhiladNphia by Uriah S. Stephens, a 
garment cutter, who had six other garment cut- 
ters associated with him. They formed what was 


Knights'‘of Labor. The order was confined to gar- 
ment cutters, but eventually other branches of 
industry were organized under the snield of the 
order. 

The organization grew slowly until January 1, 
1s75, It was all this time* without a recognized 
beud. Through the efforts of a few energetic 
membersa general convention was held in Reading, 
Penn., on January 1, 1878, when the general assem- 
bly was formed with Mr. Stephens as grand master 
workman and Charles H. Lichman, of Marblehead 
Mass., as grand secretary. 

There were about 1,200 branches of the order 
formed up to that time. They worked segretly 
util January 1, I882, when the existence of the 
order was publicly proclaimed. 

Since that time the growth of the Knights of 
Labor has been wonderfu! and enormous. So great 
has been the increase that the chief officers have 
Geciced not to allow any more branches to be 
started until April 15. 

To gain admission a re must be engaged at 
some honorable branch of industry. Botn sexes 
are admitted to membership. Asa rale it is useless 
to apply fer admission, because it is a rule of the 
order to select members. Thus @ person may be 

roposed and rejected withdut ever knowing it. 
Men are usually proposed by friends who judge 
them worthy of fellowship. 

Business men can join. In an assembly of one 
aaron strong, seventy-five members must be em- 
pioyes. 

Mectings, as a rule, are held weekly, but some as- 
sembiies do not meet so often. It is a mistake to 
suppose that the order favors strikes, as one of the 
order's fundamental rules is that labor difficulties 
must be settled by arbitration. If atrade ordersa 
strike without first trying arbitration it will not get 
any financial support from the order. 

The order is not oath-bound. Each member 
takes a solemn pledge, and if he violates it he is 
expelled and blacklisted all over the ng nih 
Violation of the rules renders a member liabie 
to asuspension ranging from one month to five 
ears. 

+ There are two kinds of assemblies—trade and 
mixed assemblies. A trade asserubly is composed 
of men engaged at one special branco of indusiry. 
A mixed assembly is com of mechanics, la- 
borers, clerks, professional men, and soon. _ 

Ife printer is willing to join, and if the printers 
have an assembly convenient to his home, he must 
join the printers’ assembly. If not, heis at liberty 
to see aanized ——, The same rule applies 
to all; branches of industry. Se ee 

Local assemblies are governed by a district as- 

sembly which nray include five on 500 local assem- 
blies. The district acsembly is inturn governed 
yy the general assembiy. 
Nhe debes is benevolent, protective and ednca- 
tional.

A man may admit that be is a member, but he is 
not allowed to give the names of other members 
without their consent.

THE WAY THE DELEGATES: WERE RECEIVED. 


The delegates commenced coming in early 
yesterday morning on allthe different roads 
leading into Atlanta.

THE FIRST SESSION.

On the last day of the investigation of the 
case by the coroner’s jury the indictment was 
drawn and subpcenas were issued for nearly 
ahundred witnesses. These witnesses were 
commanded to appear before the grand jury 
yesterday, and yesterday morning when that 
body convened the court house was crowded 
with them.
